Toroiuo. l^pb. 19., — In n ^'CSbion 
I.TsiinK only hn.lf nn lioiii- the untiirlu 
Government .•■-ecurod the fiisl ro.idtnfr 
or a. bill Rraniinjr the University of 
Toronto an annuity of $13,4SO. for 
the sp.iop of twenty yuai's. Ths bill 
ratifies the aRreenienl made two yenf!< 
apo between the ITntversily anil the 
Provinci.^l aiilhorWiPs. The ground now

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THE HIGHBROW. 



Not infrequently wc find the two terms "highbrow" and 
"intelligent" couplod in Mio mind.s of the average man. It seems 
to be assumed that a man wlio possess a higli degree of intelli- 
gence is necessarily a "highbrow" or vice versa, a "highbrow" 
must necessarily possess a high degree of intelligence. The man 
or woman wlio lakes an intelligent interest in the best drama, 
the best music, and the belter class literature is termed "high- 
brow." Now we very much query the coupling of these two 
terms. Highbrow and intelligent are by no means synonymous. 
, The popular conception of the term "highbrow" is that of a per- 
pson filled with knowledge as a gasometer is filled • with gas. 
emitting little puffi= of informstion whenpvcr the right .string 
is pulled, bin whether the gas is turned îo useful purposes or 
is merely allowed to dissipate in the air depends on the intel- 
ligence of the highbrow. As pointed out more than once before 
in these columns, many a highbrow is as little use -to the world 
as the proverbial fur coat is to the Fiji Islander, when the low- 
hrow. who i-ifis Mlways l>oen merely the pjugger. getting through 
his exams with the greatest difficulty, proves afterwards to be 
a most intelligent and able business or professional man. 

Obviously when the man whô gets high grades at college is 
Bo often a failure in other and more important phases of life 
there must be something wrong with our methods of education. 
All attempts to standarize education must prove failure.s. One 
cannot .say. "This man know.« all about the Malthusian Doctrine 
of Populalion, he knows the rules for conditional sentences in 
Greek and he knows the peculiarities of spirogyra, he has put 
\wi the four years or so required for his degree, and therefore 
'ip.so facto' is educated. This man undoubtedly has a verj- large 
amount of knowledge but it does not follow that he is educated. 
It .simply means thai he has become proficient in a certain 
form of menial gymnastics, as Bill Con.sig]io in physical gymnas- 
tics. It is an interesting phenomenon like turning hand springs. 
The best sehf>o] of all is experience and the knowledge that 
^itjabriBgs is of infinitely more importance than any gained by a 
'^persuli of learned books. For a university education to be 
truly valuable it must teach the student how to acquire experi- 
ence, and how in awiuire it in the lea.st possible time: in a suf- 
ficiently .shorn lime lo make up for the years spent in College. 
And here again, whether or not education can do .so depends on 
the individual.

Two weeks' grind at the end of the 
lei'iii In order to prepare oneself for

the voar. , .This ,'.:.?yiitcm of "crarn- 
niing," so vehemently condemned by 
members of the fnciilly is nevorthe- 
loHs a (llrect outcome of their own 
practice,, that' of rtlctallrig notes r«- 
Ihor than le.TdIng In and encouraging 
class discussion. 

Large cln,Pse.», cimprl.tinir forty and 
fifty studcntF, form, a. plausible ex- 
cust for fiilliire to develop Interest In 
Indivtdiint students aaid a solution of 
every Individual problem that may 
crop up In the lerlile minds of the 
critical pupils, hut they cannot serve 
as an exciinn ftn- the nil too common 
practice of dictating the same Identi- 
cal notes year after year till the 
memborrs of the class receive an ex- 
cellent training In steinopraphlcal 
work hut little more. Time spent In 
"lectures"' where the entire hour 
devoted to dictation, with students 
frantically scrawling out line after 
Ine of Information that nt the time 
Las absolutely no mea.nlng to them 
;'nd which could be Just aa easily and 
much more profitably secured from 
reading the notes of a former stud'ent 
(s purely wasted, and affords a. atu- 
rieni none of the advantages Of .a \«'c- 
lure course. . 

.^nd It Is not hani to conceive of a 
method thai would make the cla-sses 
much more Interesting and of much 
greater value. If the lecturer constd 
ctk that it i.s essnntlal that the stti- 
dents memorlxe his notes, which is 
nil tho majority of them do under the 
present system, lei him supply every 
inetj},^r.. , of .i]n\ class .Tylth .t . printed 
set of notes, at a price which shall 
cover tho Asi of printing; lei the set 
be dlvideid into lengths suitable for 
one lecture, as they are now, and 
et every student be Informed that he 
must come lo class prep.ared to dls- 
ctiss some phase of the questions un- 
der discussion al that particular time, 
tn this way the notes would be cov- 
ered without . the necessity of much 
monotonous writing upon the part of 
the students and eciually monotonous 
talking upon the part of Uie lecturei-. 

Thoiigh thiere arc many who would 
deny the as'sumptlon, it is reasonable 
lo assume that the lntelllg^nce of the 
average University undergraduate' is 
more than <viu9l lo that of a h gh 
school student; it la equally reason- 
able to assume that he Is be'tar pre- 
pared and more eagoi- lo lap up the 
kiiuwiodge that should come ironi the 
mouiliii of his teachers. It has re- 
peaiedly be«n said, and with much 
cause, that the extra-mural student, 
eupplled with compléta sets of notes, 
has iho butter chanco for sucoess 
than the inlr,i-mural student, for he 
Is able to spend hoiirs In eaa-uest 
study that he would otherwise be 
forced to devote to purely' mechani- 
cal work, that of taking down notes, 
IV tusk of which any twelve-year old 



cihllrt with a knowledge of correct 
Hpelllng and a laok of pride In pen- 
manship that would permit him to 
keep pace -ivith the lecturer, would 
bu. capable,— Manitoban.
